Incredibly, nearly half of all projects on
Kickstarter have been successfully funded (77,609 so farl). No
other funding method comes close

Luna Rienne Gallery (previously known as fabricg) in the Mission doesn't see its
parklet as permanent, so with the help of a local artist the gallery changes the
parklet completely about once a year. (Click here for photos of the previously
installed parklet.) This ime around they selected painter Ursula Xanthe Young,
who created the "Head In The Clouds" parklet that was recently unveiled
outside the gallery. The project was funded by a successful Kickstarter
campaign, which raised $5,175 of its 55000 goal.
